Slow Holiday Sales Reported 


Early signs suggest December fell short of retailers’ hopes 


NEW YORK I Early holiday sales reports are 
weak, with Target Corp., the nation’s No. 2 
retailer, warning that its sales may have 
fallen in December. 

A broad gauge of consumer spending 
released by MasterCard Inc., which includes 
estimates for spending by cash and checks, 
showed a modest 2.4 percent increase in 
holiday spending, excluding gasoline and 
auto sales. 


Women’s apparel suffered especially, with 
spending down 2.4 percent, said Michael 
McNamara, vice president of research and 
analysis at MasterCard Advisors. The cat- 
egory had been doing even worse, down 5.7 
percent at the middle of the season, before a 
boost in sales over the past three weeks. 

“It’s a continuation of a slowing trend 
we’ve been monitoring for two years,” 
McNamara said. 


Analysts have watched this retail season 
nervously, concerned that the housing bust 
and subsequent credit crunch would prompt 
a drop in consumer spending. 

Those concerns were merited at Target, 
which cut its sales projections Monday, say- 
ing it expects comparable store sales for the 
five weeks ending Jan. 5 to be between a 1 
percent increase and a 1 percent decrease, 
a shift from the 3- to 5 -percent increase 
the chain had forecast for December.

President Bush Calls 
Troops Stationed Overseas 

President Bush made Christmas Eve 
phone calls to 10 U.S. troops serving 
in Iraq, Afghanistan and other spots 
around the world, thanking them for 
their sacrifice and wishing them a 
happy holiday even though they’ll 
be away from their families and 
friends. The president made his calls 
Monday from Camp David in Mary- 
land. He spoke with members of the 
Army, Navy, Marines, Air Force and

With caucus only one 
week away, voters still 
weighing the options 

SIOUX CITY, IOWA I Presidentialhope- 
ful Mike Huckabee would seem to 
be the answer to their prayers, yet 
for many Christian conservatives in 
Iowa, he has not closed the deal for 
the Republican caucuses. 

Do they still like Mitt Romney? 
Are they intrigued by Fred Thomp- 
son? As always, voter uncertainty 
comes with the Jan. 3 caucuses, now 
just a week away. 

Huckabee, the former Baptist 
minister, is leading in the Repub- 
lican polls here, though his advan- 
tage has narrowed. Perhaps, that’s 
due in part to the negative TV com- 
mercials Romney is airing. 

“I think I’m leaning toward Gov- 
ernor Huckabee,” says Lori Brown, 
who works at an accounting firm in 
Sheldon. “I guess I’m not sure who 
else I really like. But he seems to be 


just a real guy. I’m a Christian, too, 
so I see eye -to -eye with him. 

“At this point.” 


On Huckabee’s final swing 
through Iowa before Christmas, 
many found him charming and 


funny, especially when he borrowed 
a bass guitar to play “Takin’ Care 
of Business” at Sioux City High 
School. 

“I thought he did a good job 
of emotionally connecting,” said 
Michael Andres, a college theolo- 
gy professor in Orange City. Andres 
is “warming to Huckabee,” although 
he has also been interested in Ari- 
zona Sen. John McCain among the 
Republicans and in Illinois Demo- 
cratic Sen. Barack Obama. 

Not everyone is undecided. All 
Ed Krosschell, an Orange City retir- 
ee, needed was for Huckabee to rise 
in the polls. 

“I like him because he’s a Chris- 
tian, and he’s in the right commu- 
nity for that,” said Krosschell, who 
is retired from the Greyhound Cor- 
poration. “I was kind of up in the 
air when he was like an asterisk, 
like he said. I really didn’t know 
who to vote for. ... I was waiting 
for the right thing to come along.”

Officials concerned 
that college events 
may be terror targets 


HATTIESBURG, MISS. I After more 
than a decade in counterterrorism, 
Jim McGee can no longer relax and 
enjoy watching a sports event. 

The fans look like potential vic- 
tims of terrorism to the former FBI 
agent turned college instructor. 

“It’s always in the back of my 
mind, even when I’m watching 
them on TV,” McGee said. 

While professional leagues 
and NASCAR appear to be taking 
security seriously, officials worry 
enough isn’t being done at college 
sports events. 

Those contacted about the issue 
believe it’s only a matter of time 
before another domestic or inter- 
national terrorist attack targets a 
sports event. This time of year is 
especially worrisome because of

Boston Sees the End of the Tunnel 



Big Dig project will be 
finished at years end 
after decades of work 

BOSTON I When the clock runs out 
on 2007, Boston will quietly mark 
the end of one of the most tumul- 
tuous eras in the city’s history: The 
Big Dig, the nation’s most complex 
and costliest highway project, will 
officially come to an end. 

Don’t expect any champagne 
toasts. 

After a history marked by engi- 
neering triumphs, tunnels leaks, 
epic traffic jams, last year’s death 
of a motorist crushed by falling con- 
crete panels and a price tag that 
soared from $2.6 billion to a stag- 
gering $14.8 billion, there’s little 
appetite for celebration. 

Officially, Dec. 31 marks the end 
of the joint venture that teamed 
megaproject contractor Bechtel/ 
Parsons Brinckerhoff with the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Author- 
ity to build the dizzying array of 
underground highways, bridges, 


ramps and a new tunnel under 
Boston Harbor. 

The project was so complex it’s 
been likened to performing open 
heart surgery on a patient while 


the patient is wide awake. 

Some didn’t know if they’d live 
to see it end.

Bomb Damages Office of 
Ruling Party in Basque Town 

A small bomb damaged the office of 
Spain’s governing party in a Basque 
town an hour after authorities 
received a warning call from the 
armed separatist group ETA, an 
official said Tuesday. No injuries 
were reported. The Monday eve- 
ning explosion coincided with the 
annual televised Christmas Eve 
speech by King Juan Carlos, who 
called for unity among political par-

I Survivor, 3 Dead Found in 
Aftermath of Plane Crash 

The bodies of two Americans and 
the Panamanian pilot of a plane 
that crashed over the weekend were 
found Tuesday in Panama’s moun- 
tains, officials said. A teenage girl 
survived. California businessman 
Michael Klein, 37, pilot Edwin Lasso 
and one of two American girls trav- 
eling with Klein were found dead, 
said a spokesman for Panama’s air 
security agency. The plane had been

Building Collapse Rises to 12 

Rescue workers have pulled 12 bod- 
ies from the rubble of a 12 -story 
building that collapsed in Egypt’s 
Mediterranean port city of Alexan- 
dria, the city police chief said Tues- 
day. Three people were rescued while 
15 more are feared dead, Maj. Gen. 
Abdel-Meguid Selim told The Asso- 
ciated Press. On Monday, when the

Iraq General: Recognize Sunni Help 


At least 35 killed in 2 
suicide attacks; Sunni 
funeral is targeted 

YOUSSIFI YAH, IRAQ I A top U.S. 
commander warned Tuesday that 
Sunnis who fight al- Qaeda in Iraq 
must be rewarded and recognized 
as legitimate members of Iraqi soci- 
ety — or else the hard-fought secu- 
rity gains of the past six months 
could be lost. 

But the Shiite -dominated gov- 
ernment is deeply concerned about 
the Sunni tribal groups, made up 


of men who in the past also fought 
against them — not just the Amer- 
icans. 

The warning from Maj. Gen. 
Rick Lynch, the commander of U.S. 
forces south of Baghdad, came as 
two separate suicide attacks killed 
at least 35 people around Iraq and 
injured scores of others. One of the 
bombings targeted a funeral pro- 
cession for two members of a Sunni 
tribal group who local police said 
were accidentally killed by U.S. 
forces in a dawn raid. 

Lynch has credited these groups 
for much of the improvement in

KATMANDU, NEPAL I A steel foot- 
bridge collapsed Tuesday in west- 
ern Nepal under the weight of hun- 
dreds of people on their way to a 
fair, plunging scores about 100 
feet into icy Himalayan waters. At 
least 15 were killed and more than 
100 were missing and feared dead, 
officials said. 


Troops were being rushed to 
the area to assist with search- 
and-rescue operations. But with 
efforts halted by nightfall, hopes 
were slim of finding more survivors 
in the fast-flowing mountain river, 
said Anil Pandey, the top govern- 
ment official in the area. 

Authorities believe some 500 
people traveling to a village fair 
were crossing the Bheri River on 
the bridge when its support cables 
snapped, Pandey said. 

“Some of them managed to climb 


to safety, some fell on the banks, but 
the ones who plunged in the river 
are the ones who are still missing,” 
he said. 

Crowds gathered on both sides 
of the river, trying to save the vic- 
tims and treating the wounded. 
Some of those who had fallen 
used the bridge’s cables to haul 
themselves up. 

By nightfall, rescuers had recov- 
ered 15 bodies, while 32 seriously 
injured victims were flown to hos- 
pitals.

Turkey: 
Airstrikes 
Killed 200 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I Two Turkish 
airstrikes this month destroyed 
more than 200 Kurdish rebel tar- 
gets in northern Iraq, killing hun- 
dreds of insurgents, the military 
said Tuesday. 

Up to 175 rebels were killed on 
Dec. 16 alone, the military said 
in a statement posted on its Web 
site. The military said other hide- 
outs were hit in a cross-border 
airstrike on Saturday, followed by 
artillery fire. 

In Iraq, a Kurdish official said 
information from the rebels cast 
doubt on Turkey’s claims. Iraqi 
officials said the Dec. 16 opera- 
tion — the first confirmed by Turkey 
since the U.S.-led invasion in 2003 
— violated Iraqi sovereignty. That 
operation was followed by an incur- 
sion by ground forces, who spotted 
a group of Kurdish rebels preparing 
to cross into Turkey, (ap)

Pope Appeals to Leaders for Peace 


Thousands gather for 
Christmas message, 
blessings at Vatican 

VATICAN CITY I Pope Benedict XVI 
issued a Christmas Day appeal Tues- 
day to political leaders around the 
globe to find the “wisdom and 
courage” to end bloody conflicts 
in Darfur, Iraq, Afghanistan and 
Congo. 

Benedict delivered his tradition- 
al “Urbi et Orbi” speech — Latin 
for “to the city and to the world” 
— from the central balcony of St. 
Peter’s Basilica, blessing thousands 
of people gathered in the square. 

Wearing gold- embroidered vest- 
ments and abejeweled bishops’ hat, 
or miter, Benedict urged the crowd 
to rejoice over the celebration of 
Jesus Christ’s birth, which he said

he hoped would bring consolation 
to all “who live in the darkness of 
poverty, injustice and war.” 

He mentioned in particular those 
living in the “tortured regions” of 
Darfur, Somalia, northern Congo, 
the Eritrea-Ethiopia border, Iraq, 
Lebanon, Israel and the Palestinian 
territories, Afghanistan, Pakistan, 
Sri Lanka and the Balkans. 

The pontiff delivered his mes- 
sage just hours after celebrat- 
ing Midnight Mass in St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 

Benedict followed his speech 
with his traditional Christmas 
Day greetings — this year delivered 
in 63 different languages, includ- 
ing Mongolian, Finnish, Arabic, 
Hebrew, Swahili, Burmese, and 
in a new entry for 2007, Guarani, 
a South American Indian language.

Md. AG Seeks to Block Key Witness 


Delegates’ clerk set to 
testify Thursday in 
GOP suit against state 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | The state Attor- 
ney General’s Office is seeking to 
block a key witness’ testimony in 
a lawsuit challenging $1.3 billion 
in tax increases passed during the 
General Assembly’s special session 
last month. 

House of Delegates’ chief clerk 
Mary Monahan is scheduled to 
give a deposition on Thursday in 


Tampa, Fla. 

But the emergency motion filed 
on Monday in the Court of Special 
Appeals by lawyers representing 
the state seeks to protect her from 
testifying. 

“What does the state have to 
hide?” asked Irwin Kramer, who 
is representing the six Republi- 
cans and a Carroll County busi- 
nessman in the suit. “Obviously, 
the state wants to insure that we 
never talk to Mrs. Monahan.” 

Last week, Kramer told Car- 
roll County Circuit Judge Thomas 


Stansfield that Monahan’s testimo- 
ny is essential to his case, but she 
appeared to have “left the jurisdic- 
tion” and had been unreachable for 
deposition. 

Stansfield, who had ruled that 
Monahan could not be barred from 
testifying, postponed the case until 
Jan. 4. 

The Attorney General’s Office 
argues that forcing Monahan to 
testify violates the separation of 
powers between the judicial and 
legislative branches. 

A three -judge panel will hear 


the motion, but no date has been 
set, according to a Court of Special 
Appeals spokesman. 

The plaintiffs see Monahan, 
who records and validates House 
proceedings, as a key witness in 
the suit that charges that the Sen- 
ate took too long of a break during 
last month’s special session with- 
out permission from the House. 
Assistant Attorney General Aus- 
tin Schlick told Stansfield last 
week that Monahan’s deposition 
was “irrelevant” and immaterial 
to the legislative process, (ap)

It’s Bigger Than ‘Just’ the Cowboys 



Redskins’ biggest game 
of the year take on new 
meaning with playoffs 

REDSKINS I For the Redskins and 
their fans, any game against the 
Dallas Cowboys is a big game. This 
one is bigger than usual: It’s the reg- 
ular-season finale, and it’s win-and- 
you’re-in for Washington. 

Yes, improbable as it seemed only 
a few weeks ago, and despite every- 
thing they’ve been through, the Red- 
skins can earn a trip to the playoffs 
by beating the NFC East champion 
Cowboys next Sunday. 

“This is going to be a first-class, 
big-time football game, if I had to 
guess. Certainly Dallas is a big deal 
for everybody here,” coach Joe Gibbs 
said Monday. “Everything that we’ve 
worked for, for 15 weeks, goes on 
the line this weekend.” 

Hard to fathom, given where the 
Redskins were in early December. 

Away from the field, they were 
reeling from the death of teammate 
and friend Sean Taylor, the Pro Bowl 
safety shot during a burglary at his 
home in Florida. On the field, they 
were 5-7, tied for last place in the 
division, losers of four consecutive 


games. The injuries and tough-to- 
swallow defeats were mounting. 

“I don’t know of a team — I 
haven’t been a part of one — that’s 
overcome this much,” Gibbs said. 
“It’s almost like they’re going to 


overcome whatever’s out there. 
It’s also caused a certain camara- 
derie and chemistry.” 

Somehow, the Redskins man- 
aged to focus on football and turn 
things around. By beating the Min- 


nesota Vikings 32-21 Sunday night, 
the Redskins won their third game 
in a row with backup QB Todd Col- 
lins to get to 8-7. 

And now: Dallas. 

“It’s going to be a great game, 


because it’s a rivalry, it’s Red- 
skins- Cowboys, it’s at our place,” 
linebacker London Fletcher said. “I 
guess you can’t really write a bet- 
ter script.” 

Since 2001, the Redskins only 
have one winning streak of four 
games or longer — and that was 
in 2005, when they ended the reg- 
ular season with a 5-0 run to make 
the playoffs.

N FL I Before Tony Romo had Jason 
Witten, before Troy Aikman had 
Jay Novacek, the Roger Staubach- 
led Dallas Cowboys had a different 
breed of tight end. 

“A Western Union guy,” then- 
star Billie Joe DuPree recalled. His 
role: “A little messenger, run plays 
in from the sideline to Roger.” 

The Cowboys were no exception, 
either. Throughout the NFL, tight 
ends used to be blockers who could 
catch a little or pass catchers who 
could block a little. 

How things have changed. 

The position has evolved so much 
that we’re in the midst of a revolu- 
tion. Rare is the team that doesn’t 


have a Witten, an Antonio Gates or 
a Tony Gonzalez. And, quite often, 
woe is the offense that’s missing one 
of these hybrid studs. 

“You got guys who are 6-foot-5 or 


6-4 who can run a 4.5 and put them 
at tight end with good ball skills and 
you’ve got a pretty good tight end,” 
said one of the best, Cleveland’s Kel- 
len Winslow, whose dad is widely 


considered the standard by which all 
tight ends are judged — apologies to 
Mike Ditka and John Mackey. 

As a group, NFL tight ends have 
1,959 catches, 20,789 yards and 172 
touchdowns this season, according 
to Stats LLC. With one game left, 
they’ve crushed the records for 
receptions and touchdowns, each 
set within the last two years, and are 
19 yards from breaking the yardage 
mark that’s stood since 1984. 

For a comparison, go back to 
2002, when the Houston Texans 
made the NFL a 32 -team league. 
That season, tight ends combined 
for 1,678 catches, 17,534 yards and 
134 TDs. That’s roughly 15 percent 
fewer catches and yards and 22 per- 
cent fewer TDs — and it was only 
five years ago. 

“A lot of the bigger athletes at that 
size, we seemed to not have there for 
a while,” said Cowboys coach Wade 
Phillips. “Now, it seems like were get- 
ting them back.” jaimearon(ap)

Durant Takes Over NBA’s Big Stage 


Only 19 years old, local 
product shows poise 
and an ability to score 

N B A I Kevin Durant used to be able 
to sit around with his family and 
watch movies on Christmas. 

It was the one day in the mid- 
dle of hoops season that he didn’t 
have any practices, shootarounds, 
pregame scouting sessions or team 
meals to attend. Even last year as a 
freshman at Texas, Durant was able 
to return home for Christmas and 
sit on his family’s couch. 

“We rarely got to hang out a lot 
because my mom worked, and me 
and my brother went to school, then 
played ball, had practice and stuff,” 
Durant said. “We just hung out.” 


Kevin Durant was averaging 19.9 points 
per game heading into Tuesday night. 


Those times of lounging around 
on Christmas Day are over for the 
19 -year- old, who is still very much 
a kid. The SuperSonics star was the 
focus of Tuesday night’s nationally 
televised matchup between Seattle 
and the Trail Blazers, which ended 
after Express’ deadline. 

When the NBA announced its 
three -game Christmas Day sched- 
ule, the nightcap in Portland was to 
be a showcase of the top two picks 
in last June’s draft — No. 1 selection 
Greg Oden and Durant, the No. 2 
pick. That high-profile meeting was 
dashed when Oden was sidelined for 
the season with a knee injury, leav- 
ing the big stage to Durant. 


Still a teenager, Durant has taken 
on the responsibility of being the 
Sonics’ floor leader just 27 games 
into his NBA career, living up to the 
lofty expectations that came with 
his arrival in the league. 

He is averaging a rookie-best 19.9 
points, and has been Seattle’s lead- 
ing scorer 13 times. And even though 
he’d never lost more than a handful 
of games at any level of basketball, 
he has handled Seattle’s 8-19 record 
with proper perspective. 

“What’s impressive is the way 
he manages he successes, how he 
responds to the adversities he faces,” 
Seattle general manager Sam Pres- 
ti said. “We’re obviously extremely 
pleased with his approach to the 
game and his willingness to learn

NFL I It’s time to blitz the notion 
of NFL parity. Look at all the long 
streaks, good and bad, that teams 
have put together this season, from 
the Patriots in the penthouse to the 
Dolphins in the basement. 

If anything, there’s been a dis- 
tinct separation between the impres- 
sive and the depressing, with the 
winning and losing strings placing 
an exclamation point on that dispar- 
ity. Any given Sunday? How about 
any given month where a team 
doesn’t win. Or doesn’t lose. 

There have been 28 streaks of at 
least four victories or four losses in 
2007 — 15 winning, 13 losing. 

While New England’s 15-0 record 
dwarfs the other positive streaks, 
there still is much to consider on 
the bright side. Consider that Dal- 
las has had victory strings of five and 


seven games. Indianapolis won its 
first seven and now has won six in a 
row.

Outside Baltimore, 
Hampton gets little 
national attention 

DESTINATIONS! Hampton Mansion 
has plenty of historical and archi- 
tectural significance. All it needs 
is a higher profile. 

The mansion, maintained by the 
National Park Service, is considered 
one of the finest examples of Geor- 
gian architecture in the country. It’s 
one of just a handful of plantation 
homes with extant slave quarters. 
With 25,000 square feet of liv- 
ing space, it was the largest pri- 
vate home in the U.S. when it was 


completed in 1790. 

Hampton sits on 63 acres just 
outside the Baltimore Beltway, 
less than a mile from the heart of 
Towson, a bustling suburb direct- 
ly north of the city. And yet many 
area residents don’t know the first 
thing about it. 

“You say ‘National Park Service’ 
in Baltimore and you immediately 
think of Fort McHenry,” said Rhoda 
Dorsey, president emeritus of His- 
toric Hampton Inc., a nonprofit that 
supports the site. “You don’t think 
of anything else.” 

Hampton, which reopened to the 
public in November after a three - 
year restoration, is an odd fit among 


the Park Service’s 392 properties. 
With its bold stucco exterior and 
dramatic cupola, it’s the only nation- 
al park designated for its architec- 
tural significance. 

The Ridgely family, which lived 
at Hampton for seven generations, 
also bears some responsibility for 
the mansion’s present-day obscurity. 
The Ridgelys simply aren’t promi- 
nent enough to poach history buffs 
from neighboring Virginia — home 
to George Washington’s Mount Ver- 
non, Thomas Jefferson’s Monticello 
and James Madison’s Montpelier. 

The family got out of the iron 
business in the 1820s, but still had 
a huge farming operation. By the late 


19th century, the Ridgelys began sell- 
ing off land to make ends meet. Now, 
Hampton is surrounded by subur- 
bia. A gravel road that leads from 
the mansion to the stables abuts the 
backyards of tract houses. 

But from many vantage points, 
the mansion appears untouched 
by time. 

“When you’re on that front porch 
and you look down toward the farm 
property, or conversely when you’re 
on the farm property and looking 
back up to the big house, none of 
the rest shows,” Dorsey said. “You’d 
think you were still in the midst of 
an enormous agricultural empire.”

Wileys Rebuttal 


Students defy racism 
and stereotype in 
The Great Debaters’ 

FILM I Opponents found it easy to 
underestimate the 1930s debate 
team of Wiley College, a small, 
all-black institution in a remote 
corner of Texas, but they did so at 
their peril. The same will likely hold 
true for those who underestimate 


the new film on the Wiley phenom- 
enon, “The Great Debaters.” 

Because it is so old-school Holly- 
wood, with a weakness for standard 
moments and pat situations, “The 
Great Debaters” initially comes off 
as easily dismissible. Largely saving 
it from that fate is the presence and 
ability of Denzel Washington, who 
costars with Forest Whitaker and 
directs from Robert Eisele’s script. 
Working hard on both sides of the 


camera, Washington has grafted 
his intensity onto this production, 
giving it a kind of backbone it would 
not otherwise have. 

Though some of the key charac- 
ters in “Debaters” are composites 
and some of the debates it features 
likely never took place, the essential 
story of the film is both remarkable 
and true. Under the leadership of a 
professor named Melvin B. Tolson, 
later a well-known poet, Wiley did 


take the college debating world by 
storm during the 1930s despite its 
small size and the pervasive rac- 
ism of the day. 

Washington plays Tolson, and 
his first classroom appearance is 
striking. He strides into the room, 
leaps up onto a table and recites the 
first few “I am the darker broth- 
er” lines from Langston Hughes’ 
“I, Too, Sing America.” In period 
clothes and hairdo, Washington 
not only looks the academic part, 
he brings an intriguing air of dan- 
ger to the role of a firebrand who 
is determined to advance social 
justice in both the classroom and 
society at large. 

“The Great Debaters” focuses on 
the year 1935 and three Tolson debat- 
ers, two of whom are composites 
inspired by real Wiley students. 

Samantha Booke (Jurnee Smol- 
lett) has transferred to Wiley with 
the hopes of being the school’s first 
female debater. Free spirit Henry 
Lowe (Nate Parker) is smart and 
fearless, but he’s not sure he wants to 
debate or even be in college at all. 

The third student is based on 
a real person, James Farmer Jr., 
who went on to found the Con- 
gress of Race Equality in 1942 
and be a key player in the civil- 
rights movement. 

Unexpectedly powerful are 
the places and times when the 
Wiley students and faculty have

Illustrious jazz artist 
Oscar Peterson dies 
at the age of 82 

OBIT I Oscar Peterson, whose fly- 
ing fingers, hard- driving swing and 
melodic improvisations made him 
one of the world’s most famous and 
influential jazz pianists in a career 
that spanned seven decades, has 
died. He was 82. 

Peterson died at his home in the 
Toronto suburb of Mississauga on 
Sunday, said Oliver Jones, a family 
friend and jazz musician. He said 
Peterson’s wife and daughter were 
with him during his final moments. 
The cause of death was kidney 
failure, said Mississauga’s mayor, 
Hazel McCallion. 

“He’s been going downhill in 
the last few months,” McCallion 
said, calling Peterson a “very close 
friend.” 

During his dazzling career, 
Peterson played with some of the 
biggest names in jazz, including 
Ella Fitzgerald, Billie Holiday, 
Charlie Parker and Dizzy Gil- 
lespie. He is also remembered for 
the trio he led with bassist Ray 
Brown and guitarist Herb Ellis 
in the 1950s. 

Peterson’s impressive collection 


of awards includes all of Canada’s 
highest honors, such as the Order of 
Canada, as well as seven Grammys 
and a Grammy for lifetime achieve- 
ment in 1997- 

“I’ve always thought of him as 
Canada’s national treasure. All of 
Canada mourns for him and his 
family,” said Jones. “He had 60 full 
years of being considered the top 
jazz pianist in the world.” 

“A jazz player is an instant com- 
poser,” Peterson once said in a CBC 
interview. “You have to think about 
it, it’s an intellectual form.” 

Peterson’s stature was reflect- 
ed in the admiration of his peers. 
Duke Ellington referred to him as 


the “Maharajah of the keyboard,” 
while Count Basie once said “Oscar 
Peterson plays the best ivory box 
I’ve ever heard.” 

Herbie Hancock, another leg- 
endary jazz pianist, said Peterson’s 
impact was profound. 

“Oscar Peterson redefined swing 
for modern jazz pianists for the lat- 
ter half of the 20th century up until 
today,” Hancock said in an e-mail 
message. “I consider him the major 
influence that formed my roots in 
jazz piano playing.

Foreigners flock to 
this Mideast nation to 
study, speak Arabic 

It may seem like an unlikely place 
for students from the U.S. or Europe, 
but Syria has been rapidly gaining 
ground as a destination for foreign- 
ers who wish to learn Arabic. 

Syrians point to the young for- 
eigners in the capital as proof that 
their country — which is under U.S. 
sanctions and on its list of state sup- 
porters of terrorism — is not the 
closed, anti-American rogue nation 
often depicted in Western media. 

The market for learning Ara- 
bic could flourish even more if 
ties between Syria and the U.S. 
warm after Syria attended last 
month’s Mideast peace confer- 
ence in Annapolis, Md. 

U.S. -Syrian political wrangling 
“doesn’t concern me, I’m here to 
learn Arabic and this is what I’m 
doing,” said Alexander Magidow, a 
23 -year- old student from Minne- 
sota. “I like living here; it’s easy to 
meet people. The people in general 
are very friendly and helpful.” 

Magidow arrived in June as 
part of the Center for Arabic Study 
Abroad program funded by the U.S. 
Department of Education. He has 
lived elsewhere in the Mideast and 
brushes off the politics, though it 
once worried his family. 

“After a year in Jordan, my mom 
sort of calmed down and wasn’t con- 


cerned about it anymore,” he said. 

The Center for Arabic Study 
Abroad, which has long had a pro- 
gram in Cairo, Egypt, opened its 
first full-year program at Damascus 
University this year, with eight stu- 
dents — joining a number of other 
institutes that draw in several thou- 
sand foreigners a year. 

Arabic studies have generally 
increased along with the West’s 
interest in the Middle East since 
the Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks in 
the United States. The U.S. military 
and other institutions are seeking 
more Arabic speakers because of 
the war on terrorism. Muslim con- 
verts or Muslims from non -Arabic- 
speaking countries are also trying 
to learn the language of the Quran, 
Islam’s holy book. 

Egypt, a U.S. ally that is more 
open to the West, remains the big- 
gest draw for foreign students, with 
thousands studying at the American 
University in Cairo and smaller pri- 
vate centers. Tunisia and Morocco 
also have programs, and Lebanon’s 
American University in Beirut has 
a small Arabic language summer 
program for foreigners. 

But Syria has gradually been 
opening up to foreign businesses, 
meaning an increase in foreign 
workers who want to know the 
local language. 

But the main reason is simply the 
discovery that Syria is an option, 
despite the tensions with the West. 
The U.S. has accused Damascus of 
supporting terror for its backing of 
Hezbollah, Hamas and other mili- 
tant groups and of letting insurgents 
across its border into Iraq.

President Bashar Assad’s regime 
also has been accused of human 
rights abuses, but that has little 
direct effect on foreign visitors. 
Though nestled between violence - 
wracked Iraq and Lebanon, Syria 
sees very little turmoil or crime, in 
part thanks to the heavy-handed 
security control. 

“I often get letters from gradu- 
ates who tell me how much their 


image of Syria changed after liv- 
ing here,” said Ahmad Haji Safar, 
director of the Arabic Teaching 
Institute for non-Arabic Speak- 
ers. “They become our ambassa- 
dors,” he said. 

“One American told me hon- 
estly that he had expected to see 
streets packed with Kalashnikov- 
toting, bearded men in galabiyas,” 
he said, referring to the traditional

The institute, which receives 
some government funds, takes up 
to 1,200 students a year from up to 
60 countries. 

“Before coming here I was scared 
and worried because I’d heard from 
the media that it is unstable and 
there are a lot of political problems,” 
said Maqbool Ahmad, a student at 
the Arabic Teaching Institute. “But 
when I came to Syria I found the 
exact opposite. It is a safe country.”

Candidates’ musical 
choices often convey 
mixed messages 

Mitt Romney’s choice in theme 
music could seem incongruous for 
a presidential candidate trying to 
shore up his conservative creden- 
tials. He often mounts the stage to 
a remixed version of “A Little Less 
Conversation,” in which Elvis Pres- 
ley urges a lover to stop talking and 
just “satisfy me, baby.” 

In rotation at John Edwards’s 
events: a John Mellencamp song 
first heard in Chevy truck ads. Rudy 
Giuliani, a native New Yorker and 
operabuff, has cued up country act 
Rascal Flatts. Hillary Clinton has 
taken a shine to a rock song orig- 
inally written for a space -shuttle 
launch. 

Using popular songs for political 
purposes is a twist on a tactic that 
goes back to George Washington. 
The increasing use of such songs 


is an outgrowth of the fact that, in 
an age when voters are pulled by a 
growing number of media sources, 
politicians are looking for tools to 
help them cut through the clutter. 

There are trade-offs, however, 
including potentially loaded lyrics 


and the chance of artist backlash. 
John McCain had been playing 
“I Won’t Back Down,” but rocker 
Tom Petty asked him to do just 
that and stop using the tune for 
his campaign. 

Another danger: With songs

picked to trigger baby-boomer 
nostalgia or heartland appeal, 
most candidates are drawing on 
a well of material that has already 
been plumbed for television com- 
mercials and soundtracks. 

So far, the soundtrack of the 
presidential race is loaded with 
populist anthems from classic 
rock and country music. Rap is 
absent, though there is a sprin- 
kling of alterna-pop for the young 
electorate. 

The goal: Strike a visceral chord 
with listeners, piggyback on the lit- 
eral message in the title or chorus 
— and hope people don’t analyze 
the lyrics too closely. 


Though he doesn’t have a canned 
soundtrack, Mike Huckabee occa- 
sionally thumbs an electric bass with 
his cover band, Capitol Offense. 

At an Iowa straw poll and a 
New Hampshire fund-raiser, the 
group ran through rock staples 
like “Mustang Sally.” Such songs 
seem intended to balance Hucka- 
bee’s Baptist-preacher image, not 
double as talking points. 

George Washington didn’t need 
a fight song to win the presidency 
— he got 100 percent of the electoral 
votes — but he had already been cel- 
ebrated in verses tacked on to famil- 
iar tunes like “Yankee Doodle.” 

‘’We’ve been doing that since 
the country was settled,” says folk 
musician Oscar Brand, 87, whose 
album, “Presidential Campaign 
Songs: 1789-1996,” features his 
versions of the campaign tunes of 
dozens of politicians, from Wash- 
ington to Clinton. 

The campaign theme song 
came into its own around 1840, 
when modern election strategy 
took shape. Voters got to know a 
candidate by seeing his portrait on 
songbooks and hearing his charac- 
ter extolled or torn down in verse. 

Abraham Lincoln was the 
“rail-splittin’ statesman.” (A com- 
pliment.) Grover Cleveland “sowed 
his wild oats all around.” (Not so
